There are. however, sc 
many federal, state and city and 
town laws that the law abiding 
citizen often does not know which 
Avay to turn to aviod breaking; 
one. "I should say." he added 
'"that their only safety fruni the 
sin of infraction lies in the fact 
that many of these silly munici 
pal a- well as state laws soon fall 
into such general disrespect that 
they are more honored in .th- 
hreacli than in the observance. 
Petty, foolish, irritating laws are 
more a hindrance to needed law 
enforcenient than any other sin- 
gle agency 1 can think of," he 
said. 

There seem.> no escape from 
these multiplied la\\-s. judge Car- 
roll said, beca ise the rule of the 
majority is vital, but j,t*is impor- 
tant that "no !r.w be adopted b\ 
an;*- lavvmakin*^ bod}- that is not 
needed to safeguard the public 
welfare nnd ■ ecnre in a broad- 
minded liberal way to each citi- 
zen the enjoyment of life, liber- 
ty, prosperity and happiness." 

Attempts of certain persons to 
assume to lead and regulate few 
making bodies is doing more of 
harm than good to the people at 
large, the Judge asserted. *There 
has come up in the state as well 
as in the nation, within the last 
few years, a disposition to regu- 
late everybody and everything," 
he said, "by one kind of law or 
another, and as a, result we are 
suffeiing grievously at this time 
from a widespread epidertiic of 
regulation.
